GETTING RESULTS. 

Women in New York and other U.S. cities have 
boycotted sugar, and one of the large refiners has 
cut the price a half cent per pound. As he still 
demands nine and a half cents, they are not likely 
to call off the strike just yet and put the bowl 
back on the table. More likely they will regard 
this small concession as an admission that the 
price could be brought down to something much 
nearer the normal if the sugar barons were willing 


to forget their war-time standards of profit. And 
from all the evidence available that seems to be 


the fact. 
THE CANADIAN FOREST GOING. 


Canadians have got 60 used to being told that 
the Dominion has the largest remaining supply of 
timber in the world that they have fallen into the 
easy assumption that this supply is inexhaustible. 
As might be expected, the national policy has con- 
formed to that idea. Very little effort has been 
made to protect the forests, practically nothing 
has been done toward creating new ones, and we 
continue to export pulp wood as though we could 
feed the printing presses of the world for all time. 

It comes as rather a shock to read, on the 
authority of Dominion officials and of men who 
have grown grey and rich in the lumber business, 
that in ten years at the present rate of going the 
Canadian forests will have been practically clear- 
ed of merchantable timber. A new crop of even 
the fastest growing trees cannot be produced in 
ten years. The situation therefore is that unless 
wo stop wasting the existing forest areas we will 
ten years hence have no timber for ourselves, to 
say nothing about keeping up the export trade to 
the United States and other countries which have 
already consumed their home supplies. 

It is claimed that for every tree that is cut in 
Canada by the lumber man twenty are killed by 
fire. The conclusion seems to be that if the fire 
damage could be eliminated, our ten-year period 
of grace would be extended to a half century or 
more. While if we also stopped the export of 
unmanufactured timber we could count on the 
remaining forests meeting the demand for a cen- 
tury; and providing work and wages for thous- 
ands of industrial workers in the meantime. 

There is need of the development of public 
opinion of a positive kind on the question of 
forest preservation, and of the readjustment of 
national policy into harmony with the importance 
of that question. Hitherto Canadians have acted 
generally as though the forests of their country 
belonged to the insects, the fire fiend and the 
foreigner. It is time that they asserted their right 
of proprietorship over this immensely valuable and 
diminishing resource, and adopted whatever 
means are necessary to stop their children being 
robbed of what remains of it. Also that we started 
something real in the way of producing new for- 
ests on land which is not particularly suitable for 
farming. Of such land there are vast areas in 
Canada. If it does not produce trees it will pro. 
duce nothing of value, and it will not produce 
trees unless trees are planted where nature has not 

laced them, and protected against the natural and 
ee enemies of the forest. 

At the rate timber and timber products are 
inereasing in value the otherwise “‘waste land’? in 
Canada could be made to pay off the war debt 
during the coming century if the trees now on it 
were taken care of and if its barren tracts were 
turned to woodland. Incidentally there would be 
provided the raw material for a tremendous and 
profitable industrial development. And the clim- 
ute and water supply of the whale country would 
be modified, in accord with well known rules of 


forest influence upon air currents, 


moisture conservation. 
climatic uncertainty, and therefore an economic 


uncertainty. An area of properly farmed wood- 
land is a reservoir of wealth, froni whieh count- 
less generations may draw dividends directly and 
indirectly, Half of the productive belt of Canada 
is treeless already. It is time to take active 
measures to see that (he ollie! half does not come 
io the same conditior

A $9.00 RATE ON ALBERTA COAL 


j The $12.70 rate on Alberta coal to Ontario 
is to be reduced to $9.00 during the months of 
May, June and July for shipments in train-load 
lots. That is the announcement of Sir Henry 
Thornton to the chairman of the senate committeo 
on fuel supply. That this announcement will be 
received with profound disappointment both in 
Alberta and Ontario goes without saying. High 
hopes were entertained in both the west and east 
that a rate enabling Alberta domestic coal to 
compete with the Pennsylvania anthracite in the 
province of Ontario would be granted. 

A nine dollar rate only during the months 
when the consumer does not want to buy coal 


cannot change tho present situation for either 
producer or consumer in any material degres. It 
is quite possible that such a rate during the win- 
ter months after the close of navigation might 
be of some use, The demand for anthracite is 
outrunning the supply, the quality furnished+the 
Canadian market is deteriorating, there are oc- 
casions of shortage, as during the greater part 
of last winter, When the consumer needs coal 
in winter the question of price is less important 
than the quality of the coal and the assurance 
that it will be supplied. The experiments re- 
cently made with Alberta coal in the eastern 
cities have proven its satisfactory character, But 
it is too much to expect that eastern consumers 
will stack up during early summer with Alberta 
coal at a price with which they know the Penn- 
sylvania operator can compete if he will. Dur- 
ing the months of January, February and March 
and from mid-December to mid-April, the house- 
holder needs coal for immediate use. If the 
Pennsylvania supply is short or the quality in- 
ferior the Ontario householder might buy Alberta 
coal at a price that would carry a nine dollar 
freight rate. But if he is asked to pay a nine 
dollar rate on coal that he won't need until 
four, five or six months hence, he can’t be ex- 
pected to do it, 

It is a little difficult to apreciate ‘he applica- 
tion of Sir Henry’s argument, that because of 
possible weather conditions the railway cannot 
haul at the nine dollar rate during the winter 
months. All other rates apply throughout the 
year, the railway taking chances on weather con- 
ditions. The fact is that the road has to be 
kept open in all weathers, and unless the circum- 
stances are entirely exceptional the more traffic 
there is moving the easier it is to keep it moving. 

Sir Henry bespeaks the co-operation of coal 
operators and distributors with the railway com- 
pany to ‘‘achieve the common object’’—presum- 
ably the use of Alberta domestic coal in Ontario. 
That is to say, he calls upon Alberta operators 


and Ontario dealers to cut costs and to 
forego profits in order ta promote the 
Alberta-Ontario coal trade. This is very 


right and proper; but in this ease as in many 
others it is ‘‘After you, my dear Alphonse!’’ 
Operators and dealers will naturally ask: * How 
much of a cut has the railway made in order to 
promote this very desirable trade? An examina- 
tion of the mileage and freight tariff sheets dis- 
closes that the railway hauls wheat from 
Edmonton to Fort William at 26 cents per 100 
pounds, or $5.20 o ton; that figures out at 41.6 
cents per ton per hundred miles, the rail distance 
being ubout 1250 miles. It is practically 2,000 
miles from Edmonton to Toronto. At the per mile 
per ton rate charged on wheat to Fort William 
the rate on wheat to Toronto would be $8.32 a 
ton or 68 cents per ton less than Sir Henry of- 
fers to haul coal for under special conditions 
and as a special consideration. It will be observed 
that the rate quoted on wheat to Fort William 
is by the car, not by tho train load, and is the 
same in mid-winter as in mid-summer, Also that 
the railways gave a very prompt and efficient 
servic last fall, and both systems made more 
money than they had done for several years; 
showing that the rate was a winner, not a loser. 
The railway may or may not at present give the 
rate quoted between Fort William and Toronto, 
but if the rate makes money for them between 
Alberta points and Fort William it should equal- 
ly be a money maker between Fort William and 
Toronto. 

It is an accepted principle in fixing railway 
rates that freight of low per ton value gets a 
lower rate than freight of a high per ton value. 
No. 2 northern wheat is quoted at Edmonton at 
95 cents per’ bushel. At that rate a 40 ton car 
would carry a value in wheat of $1266.35. Do- 
mestic coal is worth say $3.60 f.o.b. at the mine 
or $160.00. Sir Henry's special concession on 
coal rates is that he proposes to charge $27.20 per 
40 ton car more on coal from Edmonton to 
Toronto (worth #140 at Edmonton), than he 
is entitled to charge on a 40 ton car of wheat 
(worth $1266 at Edmonton). 


Among the proposed amendments to the Bank 
Act is one which declares that the officials of a 
bank who sign a return made to the Government 
shall be held responsible for the truth of its con- 
tents. ‘hat looks quite reasonable on paper, and 
it may be made law, but is the thing really prac- 
tieable? Just how is a bank president in Toronto 
or Montreal to know whether the report from a 
branch at the other end of the Dominion is & state- 
ment of fact, or whether some local official has 
scooped out the till and falsified the report to cover 
his operations! Yet it is from such branch re- 
turns that the head office staff must make out the 
statement for whose truthfulness it is proposed to 
hold the high officials personally responsible, If 
Government reports are to safeguard the deposi- 
tors in a bank having hundreds of branches scat- 
tered over a vast stretch of country those re- 
ports will have to come directly from the ‘‘men on 
the ground’ in each branch office, not from men 
who can only trust that the men on the ground 
have told them the truth. Does anybody suppose 
that a sane judge would send an offical to jail be- 
cause the law compelled him to swear to the cor- 
reetness of a document which he could not pos- 
sibly know to be correct? Second-hand statements 
made to the Department of Finance cannot pro- 
tect people who put their money in the banks. If 
it is not practicable to secure first-hand reports 
from the branch officials who really know, then 
some other means of safe-guarding the depositor
